REMOVAL JUSTIFIED

WASHINGTON,, Deo: 10.—President 


Roosevelt last night' made public a long 
letter addressed to Secretary Ko'ot giv- 
ing correspondence between the presi- 
dent and former Ambassador Bellamy 
Storer at Vienna and Mrs. Storer, in 
which lie says that Mr. Storer's .refusal 
to answer his letters and th^ .publica- 
tion of various private letters-justified 
the 
ambassador's removal; . that 
Mr, 


Storer's publication of private corres- 
pondence was peculiarly ungentlemanly 
and that the president had^tatecl with 
absolute clearness1 his position, the roa-. 
son why it was out b'f the. question for 
him ae president to try to get any arch- 
bishop made cardinal; though expressing 
his admiration for Archbishop Ireland 
ns well as leaders' 'of other denominu- 


. tions.

FACTS IN CASE "MISSTATED." 


. Ho says he thinks it well that .the 
members of the cobinet should know cer- 
tain facts -'which he (Storer) either sup- 
presses or mi»tates." He % says he did 
not resent the action of the'&torers "un- 
til it became evident tb.ey--.were likely 
to damage American.interests." 


He says Mrs. Stores-urged liim to give 


her husband a .c'ab'inet place, and that 
she stated Mr.! .Choa'Vat London and 
General Porter at Paris were not prop- 
er persons:, to be-ambassadors,, suggest- 
ing her husband in'that'connection. 


The president incorporates' a, letter 


from Postmaster •General Cortelyoa con- 
tradicting the statement that President 
McKinley had commissioned- • a gentle- 
man to ask the pope "as a .personal fav- 
or to him" and as ''an honor to the coun- 
try" to ^appoint Archbishop Ireland as 
cardinal; Mr. Cortelyoii says the late 
president never made any such request. 


The president declares that Mrr Stor- 


er's statement that he authorized any 
such message to bo delivered to Pope 
Pius is untrue. He saya that he never 
received a letter from Ambassador Stor- 
er giving an account of his vfijt to the 
Vatican and of the message .he person- 
ally gave the pope "on behalf of Mr. 
Roosevelt.

PAMPHLET NOT "CONFIDENTIAL." 


The president's action last night fol- 


lows the publication of "the confidential 
pamphlet" which Mr. Storer -last week- 
sent to the president, the1 cabinet and 
the senate foreign relations committee 


President Roosevelt..last'., night 
re- 


quested newspaper correspondeni»;to say 
that no hint or intimation of the Bel- 
lamy 
Storer pamphlet containing the 


correspondence 
between 'the -president 


and Mr. and Mrs.'Storer was given out 
at the white house. ...'The former ambas- 
sador, the president stated, not only 
sent his "open letter'V.tp members -of the 
cabinet but to at least tf dozen members 
of the senate and house. He added that 
Mr. Storer had no desire to keep the 
••ontents of the pamplilet a secret and 
<ftat undoubtedly it was his desire that 
the letter find it way into -print. 


The correspondence tc, wliich.vthe pres- 


ident refers relates': to the';j.cjrioval of 
Mr. Storer as arabas?adpr ,*to ; Austria- 
Hungary: In this eorVespondenqe Mr. 
Storer attempts to jinaKe it;appear that 
the indiscretions for which he was re- 
moved were committed, in pursuance ot 
Mr. Roosevelt's Instructions ..and based 
on conversations with the- executive. 


Political circles, administration

otherwise, arc greatly' perturbed over 
tie latest developments in-tins matter, 
Involving allegations 
of

meddling in religious affairs fdr'politiciU 
purposes, and speculation is ,rife in all 
quarters as to what it may Jeacl. 


INSINUATION IS RESENTED. 


Although the president's letter 'is dat- 


ed Dec. 2. the president -was 'busy all 
day yesterday revising it', it is under- 
stood", and it was not until .0 o'clock 
last night that printed copies of the let- 
tor wore given out;, «t the white house 
for publication. It m apparent that th« 
administration has been of -the belief 
for some time that publication of the 
Storer pamphlet was to come, but the in- 
timation of Mr. Storer; in an' interview 
at his h°i»(v in'Ohio,, thnt it wns mnde 
public from the white house to .pave the 
way-for a reply, is resented.. 


It may be stated that .ftccefts to the 


Storer pamphlet wan made possible by a 
senator who is one of President Roose- 
velt's closest friends, who- ye«terclay ex- 
pressed fear that 
great-;- harm . might 


come to the' administration and the Re- 
publican party as a: Jesuit, of- the rc- 
ouenfcff of the unfortunate cilie; Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, .however, has no fear 
regarding the matter, believing that the 
country-will see the whole'-thing'in the 
1'Cbt in whMi he puts-it in his-letter to 
Secretary Root. Republican members of 
the foreign relations committee, 'decline 
to talk about the mutter -,for .publica- 
tion.

CINCINNATI, Die. 10.—Bellamy Stor- 


or, former ambassador to Austria-Hun- 
gary, today replied briefly to-the statc- 
inents contained in President Roose- 
velt's letter to Secretary of State Root, 
which was given to., the press last .night. 
Mr. Storer insisted -on the position he 
has heretofore taken and reiterates the 
assertions made by him in the statement 
to the members 'of the foreign relations 
committees of congress made public last 
week. Mr; 'Storer today said: 


"I seem to have been elected a mem- 


ber of the ''Ananias club," like all oth- 
ers who have come into disrepute with 
President Roosevelt. I am now to be 
classed with Senators Chandler, Tillman, 
Bailey''and vdth others, who-have ques- 
tioned- some act or word of the. presi- 
dent. Like every other American gen- 
tleman who lias a wife to protect, I un- 
dertook to defend her name from insin- 
uations and charges of falsehood." 


Mr. Storer then reiterated much that 


appeared in his first statement intended 
for private circulation, he claims, and 
added that he has 'four letters bearing 
on the controversy .as to the promotion 
of Archbishop Ireland, all of which he 
claims tend to bear out his contention 
that "I obeyed the explicit instructions 
of Mr. Roosevelt in acting as I did with 
regard to the promotion." 


Continuing, Mr. Storer. said: 
"Arch- 


bishop Ireland told me also -that ' the 
president on several occasions in conver- 
sation with him took the credit for the 
action he now repudiates."

CINCINNATI, 0., 'Dec. 10.—Mr. Stor- 


er'in1 discussing the president's'answer, to 
his charges said todr-y:' -'-'The crux of 
the-whole matter which'led to my rc-: 


moval was the action taken by 'Mrs. 
Storer and myself with regard' to the 
.promotion of'Archbishop John Ireland of 
St. Paul to the cardinalate. ^In my let-' 
ter to the president and cabinet I cite 
letters written by Roosevelt 
to me 


speaking in the highest terms of Mgr.' 
Ireland and expressing the personal wish 
that the country might profit -by his 
motion to the cardinalate. Dec. 2, 1903, 
I had an audience with Pope Pius X at 
which I transmitted-a verbal note the 
basis of .which Thad been. given'.' me by 
President Roosevelt. I wan'particularly 
careful in its preparation and after tran: 
scribing "it into (English, 1 translated it~ 
into French and/conveyed it to the pope. 


TWO REASONS FOR ACTION. 


"My reason for publishing the pam- 


phlet was, two-fold, fn the first place, 
like any American husband, it was my 
duty to defend the name of my wife 
from imputations of alleged wrongdo- 
ing. In-thc second place it was obliga- 
tory upon me to defend myself and not 
allow the American nation to think that 
1 weakly accepted the action of the pres- 
ident in removing me. '

As the assault was not as serious as 
first supposed it is possible that he will 
never be arrested if he remains away 
from this locality. He evidently imag- 
ined that he had killed his wife and will 
toep away from "Hacine.

•A hurriefl' investigation revealed 
the 


fact that the man had knocked his wife 
down several times and-whcn lying pros- 
trate on the floor had beaten her again. 
The woman was in bed with a 
towel 


wrapped about her head. The man had 
flown and a search was at once made 
for him. 


AUTOMOBILE CALLED INTO USE, 
The police learned that Jones had been 


seen on'Douglas avenue where it was be- 
lieTed he-Jiad: TJoarded- a -car for the 
north. "THis" was" found to be true some 
time after, the man.having ridden only 
as far as Iv'es where he walked west un- 
til he reached the river above the Rapids. 
From that point he walked along the 
river nnd was seen by a Mr. Sorenson 
pawing the ice houses on the east side 
of the river on a run. This was commu- 
nicated to th« police who notified the 
sheriff.

claims, though the president is in hopes 
of inducing the California

throw up any exclusion rules as it may 
affect the Japanese- It is believed on 
the Pacific coast that this school matter- 
is shrewdly devised by Japan to create 
serious trouble between !ier and the Un- 
ited States with ulterior 
motives in 


view, and perhaps war not the least of 
the factors to be utilized. That Japan 
believes it can whip the .United States 
is seriously 'believed in by the western 
people, and that in ease of war, it could 
seriously punish the .Pacific con.H must 
be admitted. 


But no war is wanted 
with Japan, 


neither do the San Francisco people want 
to be forced to permit Japanese young 
men twenty years of age and over to 
attend her juvenile school classes com-

dren in their schools. If the children o 
American parents residing abroad eve 
do attend foreign schools they assured!, 
have to .obey the-lows of that country 
and they.certainly have to pay for thoi 
schooling, which these Japs arc no 
culled on to do. 
But admitting • tha 


Japanese children on a basis of age 'o 
American, children were to be desirous o 
attending 
our schools, the color lin 


would not likely.be drawn. For .nu 
merous Japanese more on a par wit 
our young men are attending scores o 
American schools and colleges and lint 
versities without a word of 'objectioi: 
so that if there are many people win 
suspect that in this San Francisco mat 
ter Japan may have ulterior motiv.e 
their suspicions may not be wholly "un 
justified.

THE JAPANBSU-OALIFOKNIA

;h:e people, will never permit,' or it must 
do so in the courts, and .this course the 
president lias already ordered to be pur-

ause aliens arc mistreated and clearly 
treaty rights are broken. In this Cali- 
fornia, case however it is not clear at 
all treaty rights have been violated and 
certainly there has been no mistreat- 
ment other than Japan aggressive, filled 
with elation over its conquest of the- 
Russian bear, and possibly feeling ag- 
grieved at us for staying its hand by the 
peace of Portsmouth, feels hurt because 
of some ot its young men being required 
to attend school at our expense in a 
separate building. 'It is aggrieved and 
says so, and; Calls for equal treatment 
with American children. 


But it is admitted no treaty gives Ja- 


pan any rights as regards American 
schools, even in fact, our laws now for- 
bid naturalization of Japanese.
